The Fifty-Second Annual Exhibition of the Academy will be opened to the public on Monday, April 4th, and 
will continue until Monday, May 30—a period of eight weeks, during which no work mentioned in the Catalogue can be removed. 

Original paintings, drawings, sculptures, architectural designs or models, and engravings, by artists still living or not more 
than five years deceased, intended for this Exhibition, and not before publicly exhibited in Philadelphia, will be received at the 
Academy from Monday, March 14th, until Saturday, 19th, inclusive; but no works will be exhibited unless approved by the 
Committee on Exhibition. 

The Academy will collect and return all works in Philadelphia, of which they have timely and sufficient notice, free of 
charge to the exhibitors; but all others must be delivered at the Academy, carriage prepaid, unless offered under special 
agreement. 

Exhibitors in the city are requested to name the earliest day in the week appointed for collecting, on which the Academy 
porters may call for their works. 

The blank list attached to this notice must be filled up and sent in to the Academy by the 12th of March. No picture will 
be offered for sale unless the price is given in this list; and the prices thus given will be printed in the Catalogue, unless marked 
as not for publication. 

A card must be attached to each work, giving the title of the work and the artist’s name and address, with those of the 
exhibitor when different. 

Frames may be surrounded by a shadow box of dark wood, not more than half an inch thick nor more than an inch in 
extension from each side of the frame, nor more than a fourth of an inch in projection over the depth thereof. No pictures 
without frames, or frames without pictures, will be received. 

Artist exhibitors only will be admitted on Saturday, April 2d, from 9 A. M. until 4 P. M., to varnish their pictures; but no 
change will be made in the arrangement determined by the Committee on Exhibition. 

Note. —A competent person will be placed in charge of the Galleries for the sale of works belonging to artists ; and a com¬ 
mission of ten per cent, will be charged on all sales made from the exhibition. 


SPECIAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 

The Mary Smith Prize Fund, amounting to $2,000.00, invested in Pennsylvania 5 per cent. State Loan, was established in 
the year 1878. by Russell Smith, in accordance with the request of his deceased daughter. It is vested in the Academy; and its 
interest and income is to be set apart annually, forever, as a prize “ to the painter of the best painting in oil or water colors, 
exhibited at the said Academy, painted by a resident Philadelphian lady artist, for qualities ranking as follows : 1st. Originality 
of subject; 2d. Beauty of design or drawing; 3d. Color and effect; and lastly, execution; the said prize to be awarded by each 
year’s ‘ Exhibition Committee ’ of said Academy. * * It being always provided and understood that the Academy shall have 
no claim upon the painting, and that the same lady shall not receive the award more than twice in succession, and not more 
than five times in all.” 

The Mary Smith Prize, as provided for by the deed from which the above extracts are made, will be awarded for the third 
time during the coming exhibition. The amount is One Hundred Dollars ($100.00).
